Illinois  Institute  of  Teclinology  students  have  become  shipmates 
of  exactly  691  tipprentice  seamen,  it  was  reve.'zled  today  v.'hen  Institute  officials 
completed  the  registration  of  the  Navy  V-12  unit  sent  to  them  for  college  training. 

The  691  apprentice  seamen  hail  from  30  states  and  the  District  of 
Colu/nbia,  and  they  include  transfers  from  105  of  the  nation's  colleges  and  univer- 
sities. They  and  the  more  than  1000  regular  students  begin  classes  together  on  a 
round-the-calendar  basis  Tuesday  (July  6)  at  Illinois  Tech,  the  nation's  largest 
engineering  college. 

Included  in  the  group  of  Navj'-  men  studying  at  Illinois  Toch  arc 
146  men  who  last  term  were  regiilar  students  of  Illinois  Tech  and  viho  nov;,  having 
been  called  to  active  duty  in  the  Ma\ry,  are  assigned  back  to  their  o^.vn  school. 
The  Navy  will  now  pay  their  tuition  and  fees  and  board  and  room  and  pay  them  $50  a 
month  to  attend  school. 

Harry  Anderson,  Kalispell,  Mont.,  the  student  body  president  at 
Illinois  Tech,  is  in  this  group,  so  the  Institute  students  nill  have  a  Uavj   man 
for  their  president. 

After  tv;o  years  and  four  months  of  a.ctive  sea  duty  in  the  Atlan- 
tic and  Liediterranean,  Joseph  Waldvogel,  5637  !<orth  Tatum  Avenue,  a  foriaer  Illinois 
Tech  man,  is  back  on  his  home  campus.  There's  a  monetary  sacrifice  involved  for

him  in  his  return  to  college;  prior  to  reporting  to  Illinois  Tech,  he  was  a  quart- 
ermaster second-class  drawing  $120  li.   months  nov;  he  is  an  apprentice  seaman,  the 
rank  given  to  all  students,  at  ^50  a  month. 

Waldvogel  is  one  of  32  Nav-/  men  being  transferred  to  Illinois 
Tech  from  Uavj   duty  i-ather  than  from  a  college  enlisted  reserve  status.  Some  of 
these  bluejackets  took  the  qualifying  educational  tests  on  ship,  others  at  naval 
training  stations. 

Largest  group  of  students  from  a  school  other  than  Illinois 
Tech  are  the  z+l  transferred  from  Tri-State,  Angela,  Ind.,  by  the  Na\ry.  Other 
large  contingents  include:  36  from  Fenn  College,  Cleveland;  32  from  Lawrence  In- 
stitute of  Technology,  Detroit;  and  28  from  Wayne  Univei-sity,  Detroit. 

Large  groups  coming  from  a  great  distance  include  14.  sent  from 
the  University  of  Idaho,  Moscoiv,  and  six  from  the  University  of  Utah,  Salt  LaKe 
City. 

Among  the  other  universities  and  colleges  represented  are  the 
U.  S.  Naval  Academy,  Carnegie  Institute  of  Teclinology,  Purdue,  Texas  A.  &  U. , 
Georgia  Tech,  Cornell,  Chicago  and  num.eroas  state  universities. 

The  wide  area  from  which  the  Navy  men  sent  to  Illincis  Tech

in  the  Northern  Illinois  College  of  Optometry  at  .42nd  and  Drexel,  vas  established 
in  October,  19^+2.  Since  that  time,  ten  clo.,3ses  of  enlisted  men,  totaling  4-50, 
have  completed  the  advanced  high  speed  radio  operators  course;  I64  enlisted  re- 
serve corps  men  have  been  trained  as  rs.dio  technicians^  and  51  enlisted  men  have 
finished  the  pre-radar  course.

More  than  pOO  industrial  "prisoners  of  war"  have  been  freed  by 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology's  var  training  cour.so  for  "white  collar  men," 
T/liich  this  week  obs-srves  its  fir;rt  annivei'sary  ap  46  more  men  cornp-Lete  the  course. 

Tae   4.6  graduating  tliis  ;vcek  bring  the  total  number  of  "v/hite  col- 
lar men"  trained  in  the  program  to  54-3. 

Formally  called  "Fundamentalv"  of  Industrial  Engineering,"  the 
ten-?;eek,  full-time  course  Viras  designed  for  the  benefit  of  peacetime  "white  collai 
men"  who  found  their  businesses  ruined  because  of  rationing,  priorities  or  other 
war  conditions.  A  sort  of  "industrial  officers'  training  school,"  the  course  is 
designed  to  adapt  the  poacetiiT'.e  talents  of  the  men  for  supervisory  positions  in 
war  industry. 

The  first  class  was  begnn  on  July  6,  194-2. 

Since  that  time  more  than  half  a  million  man  hours 533,200 

have  been  made  available  to  war  industry  through  the  graduates  of  the  course,  ac- 
cording to  John  I.  Yellott,  director  of  vrar  training  at  Illinois  Tech.  Four  hund- 
red and  ninety-seven  men  v;ho  might  have  been   industrial  "prisoners  of  v/ar"  have 
been  made  available  to  war  industry  through  the  course,  and  4-6  more  will  be  ready 
next  T/eek. 

The  current  clar,s,  seventh  in  the  series,  is  typical  of  all  the 
"white  collar  men"  who  have  talcen  the  course. 
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FIRST  ADD  "TOITfi  COLLAR"  COURSE 

Ranging  in  age  from  25  to  65,  v.dtlri  an  average  age  of  39,  this 
week's  graduates  pretsent  a  most  unusual  group  r/ho  have  gone  back  to  college  to  go 
to  war.  As  in  all  the  previous  classes,  salesi^ien  predomino.te  in  the  group,  there 
being  L4  in  the  group. 

But  there  are  other  typos  of  industrial  "prisoners  of  war"  in  the 

group four  teachers,  t7;c  administrators,  two  managers  of  peacetime  businesses, 

tv/o  layryers,  a  Liusician  and  many  others.  A  versatile  group,  the  vice-president  of  a 
dye  company  has  studied  along  with  a  shipping  clerk  and  an  electrician. 

These  men  who  study  in  the  "white  collar"  course  have  to  sacrifice 
home,  families  and  regular  hours  for  tlia  ten-v/eek  course.  The  current  class  studied 
from  2  to  10  p.m.  each  week  day,  continuing  tiieir  peacetime  jobs  or  studying  in  the 
mornings. 

Tyi:iical  of  the  men  is  William  Adams,  who  lives  on  a  farm  southv/est 
of  YJtieaton.  He  cultivates  his  13~acre  farm,  takes  care  of  200  chickens,  and  holds 
down  a  full-timo  job  as  executive  secreta,ry  of  the  Artists  and  Photographers  Union. 

Another  member  of  the  class,  J.  Leon  Kalm,  came  clear  from  Washin- 
ton,  D.  C,  to  study  in  the  course.  A  personal  friend  of  George  W.  Case,  national 
director  of  war  trainftng,  he  learned  of  the  course  from  him,  and  vdien  he  was  told 
by  Mr.  Case  that  Illinois  Tech's  "vjhite  collar"  course  was  the  only  one  of  its 
kind  ii'i  the  nation,  he  decided  to  come  and  take  tlie  course. 

Leaving  his  wife  and  four-year-old  daughter  for  the  ten-v.'eek  dura- 
tion of  the  course,  Mr.  Kahn,  a  chemical  manufacture!",  said,  "To  do  my  best  in  a 

war  plant,  I  need  to  know  more  about  organ iir'.at ion  and  management which  this 

course  is  teaching  me." 

The  dimier  liour  of  Wr.   and  Mrs.  Jacob  Hendriks,  3950  Clarendon 

Avenue,  has  been  moved  up  to  10:30  p.m.  so  they  can  dine  together.  Mr.  Hendriks, 

formerly  an  importer  of  tulip  bulbs,  hurries  home  from  class  to  eat  v/ith  his  vfife.

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Nearly  one-fourth  of  the  men  in  the  current  class,  ten,  are  aiore 
than  50  years  old.   They  feel  that  the  course  offers  them  a  chance  to  participate 
actively  in  the  war  effort,  and  tv/o  of  them  have  gons  in  the  anriy,  giving  them 
added  incentive  for  wanting  to  fight  on  the  home  front. 

The  men  over  50  viho  have  prepared  for  war  v.'ork  include  three  arch- 
itects, a  lumber  man,  an  importer  of  cultured  pearls,  an  estj.mator,  a  librarian,  a 
store  manager,  and  the  previously  mentioned  vice-president  of  a  dye  company  and  im- 
porter of  tulip  bulbs. 

The  success  stories  of  the  men  who  have  already  completed  the 
course  are  still  being  written.  Although  most  of  them  v/ere  complete  strangers  to 
industrial  work  and  technical  terms  prior  to  taking  the  course,  they  have  proved 
that  "old  dogs  CA1>1  learn  new  tricks." 

A  former  truck  salesman,  after  taking  the  course,  was  called,  upon 
by   tlie  Sixth  Service  Conmiand  to  head  their  transportation  division.  He  was  commis- 
sioned a  major. 

A  lawyer  is  using  his  new  teolmical  knowledge  as  an  instructor  in 
the  Army  Air  Corps. 

One  of  the  graduates,  an  advertising  man,  returned  to  his  old  busi- 
ness at  a  $100  per  month  raise.  He  vrent  back  into  advertising  handling  technical 
and  j.ndustrial  accounts. 

The  personnel  manager  of  a  cosmetics  company  became  personnel  man- 
ager of  a  company  now  producing  signal  corps  equipment.  He  hired  four  of  his 
classmates. 

A  real  estate  salesman  is  tool  designer  on  machine  gun  parts. 

A  gas  range  salesman  bought  a  partnership  in  a  small  west  coast 
tool  enterprise  and  is  nov;  working  for  himself  aj3  a  machinist,  filling  a  $100,000 

government  contract. 
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THIRD  xVDD  "V'HITE  COLLaR"  COURSE

Arrival  of  the  men  at  Illinois  Tech  mixed  the  khakj.  of  the 
army  and  the  blue  of  the  navy  on  the  south  campus  of  the  Instd.tute,  as  Il].lnois 
Tech  had  previously  been  sent  700  navy  men  for  college  training.  Illinois  Tech 
thus  becomes  the  only  Chicago  school  at  which  both  army  men  and  nav;/  men  will 
attend  college.   (Note  to  editors:  NortiuTestern  has  na^/y  V-12  but  no  ASTP;  Chi- 
cago lias  ASTP  but  no  V-12) . 

The  new,  khaki-uniformed  students  arrived  in  Chicago  at  /+ 
o'clock  this  morning.  'They  were  sent  here  from  an  ASTP  star  center  at  Texas 
Agricultural  and  Mechanical  College,  College  Station,  Tex. 

All  of  the  army  men  sent  to  Illinois  Tech  will  be  given  en- 
gineering training.  They  villi   train  in  five  fields,  civil,  electrical,  mechan- 
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ical,  chemical  and  coiTununications  engineering.   Instruction  vv'ill  he   ly  members  of 
the  Illinois  Tech  faculty,  and  the  educational  program  will  bo  under  the  super- 
vision of  Dean  Linton  E.  Grinter  of  the  Institute. 

Glasses  for  the  array  men  at  Illinois  Tech  are  scheduled  to 
start  on  Monday,  Aug.  9.  They  v.'ill  study  in  12-vi-eek  terns,  and  at  the  end  of 
three  terms  the  men  v/ill  be  re-examined,  ?.nd  all  those  v.'ho  are  selected  for  more 
study  v/ill  continue  three  or  four  more  terras  at  Illinois  Tech. 

All  500  men  v.'ho  v/ill  be  trained  at  Illinois  Tech  are  basic 

or  freshman trainees.  They  Vidll  begin  x^ith  the  first  term  of  the  program  whicn 

includes  study  in  English,  iVmerican  history,  geography,  mathematics,  physics, 
chemistry,  physical  education  and  military  training. 

A   veteran  oi  more  than  4-0  yec^rs   of  service  in  the  United 
States  Army,  Col.  Lee  Suiimer,  has  been  appointed  as  the  coi;imanding  officer  for  the 
Illinois  Tech  aSTP  unit.   Col.  Sumner,  who  enlisted  in  the  rrmy  as  a  private  in 
1901  when  the  pay  v/as  $13  a  month,  is  a  veteran  of  World  War  I,  the  Philiopino  In- 
surrection and  several  other  campaigns. 

Advancing  from  second  lieutenant  to  major  during  World  War  I, 
Col.  Sumner  is  the  winner  of  tlie  Silver  Star,  the  Purple  Heart  and  the  French 
Croix  de  Guerre  among  numerous  other  service  ribbuns  a.nd  medals.  He  vvas  conmiis- 
sioned  a  colonel  in  194-1  after  being  recalled  to  active  duty  following  his  volun- 
tary retirement  in  1937. 

Col.  Suimier  is  to  be  assisted  by  a  staff  of  six  officers  and 
12  enlisted  men.  He  and  his  staff  were  present  to  direct  the  activities  of  the 
new  students  arriving  this  morning. 

Capt.  George  L.  Hudson  is  the  executive  officer.  Other  of- 
ficers assisting  in  the  direction  of  the  arrival  of  the  first  unit  this  morning 

include  Lt.  W.  W.  Caddell,  adjutant^  Lt.  Roy  J,  Branzeau,  personnel  adjutant; 
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and  Lt.  K.  L.  Kraft,  mess  and  transport  officer. 

But  tlie  man  made  happiest  by   the  arrival  of  the  young  ai-uy  men 
at  Illinoii3  Toch  was  S.  J.  Daniels,  who  is  in  charge  of  the  building  of  the  103th 
Engineers  Armory  at  3407  South  VJentvrorth  Avenue,  for  it  is  in  this  building  that 
Illinois  Tech  plans  to  house  the  army  students. 

Daniels  and  "his"  hJ.storic  building  iiave  been  without  compan- 
ions since  the  lOBth  Combat  Siigineers  v.'ere  called  into  active  duty  in  the  ivaij 
in  March,  194-1.   The  Armory  thus  nov?  rer>laces  the  veteran  engineers  v.'hich  it  dis- 
patched to  duty  on  all  parts  of  tiie  fighting  fronts,  v.dth  representatives  nov; 
principally  in  Australia,  Caledonia  and  India  as  well  as  scattered  other  places 
all  over  the  ^v'crld,  with  a  group  of  youths  who  will  train  to  be  engineers.

First  activity  of  the  men  arriving  this  morning  v/as  to  organ- 
ize for  assistance  in  putting  the  Armory  into  order  to  serve  as  home  for  the  500 
students.   The  men  v,dll  spend  ihe   tine  bet'-'oen  noii   and  Aug.  9  getting  the  Ari'iory 
into  order  and  taking  orientation  and  refresher  course.-^  preparatory  to  their 
regular  study.

Two  days  before   the  Japanese  attack  on  Pearl 
Harbor,   Robert  Peterson  talked  to  the  Hawaiian  Islands  from  his    homemade 
radio  station  in  Detroit. 

By  that  time  he  had  discover^jd  soeiq  of  the  seorets 

of  radio.  Now  he   is  learning  bigger  sec-.'ets the  principles  of  Badar, 

new  device  which  is  helping  the  allied  forces  win  battles  under  adverse 
weather  conditions. 

Peterson  is  a  student  in  Illinois  Institute  of 
Tec  nology*s  Sic:jnal  Corps  pre-radar  program,  enrolled  in  zhe  basic 
course  which  is    the   fi   st   step  toward    i  .e   study  of  Hadar  at  Arxny  schools. 

A  graduate  of  a  Ford  Motor  Company  course  ia  tool 
and  die-makin.^  at  Dearborn,  Mich.,   Peterson  was  a   toolmaker  by 
occupation  before   joining  the  Signal  Uorps,   But  his  hobby  was  radio,    and 
he  had  his  own  500-watt  station,   wit     the  call  number.   W8TCY.

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Eighty-five  persons,  five  of  them  v;omeri,  v/ill  complete  Illin- 
ois Institute  of  Technology's  first  "graduate"  war  training  course  in  safety 
engineering  Friday  (July  30). 

The  85  represent  4-5  different  war  plants  in  the  Chicago  area. 
They  have  gone  to  class  tvro  nights  a  v.-eek  for  the  past  IG  v;eeks,  learning  ad- 
vanced safety  engineering.  The  tuition-free  course  is  designed  for  people  in 
supervisory  positiont;;  in  vjar  industries. 

Graduates  of  this  advanced  course  can  go  ahead  in  September 
into  even  more  advanced  work  in  either  industrial  hygiene  or  security  and  fire 
protection.  The  advanced  safety  engineering  course  v/ill  open  in  the  fall  also. 

Ned  H.  Dearborn,  executive  vice-president  of  the  National 
Safety  Council,  will  give  the  graduation  address  at  8  p.m.  Friday  vjhen  exercises 
are  hold  in  the  Coramonvrealth  Edison  Auditorium,  L40  South  Dearborn  Street.  Also 
on  the  graduation  program  is  E.  S.  Beaumont,  state  director  of  the  National  Com- 
mittee for  the  Conser^'ation  of  Manpov;cr  in  War  Industries. 

A.  J.  R.   Curtis,  member  of  the  Illinois  Tech  board  of 
trustees,  will  present  certificates  of  graduation  to  the  safety  trainees.

Proof  that  the  folks  at  home  are  obeying  these  admonitions 
and  are  doing  their  part  in  maintaining  the  morale  of  the  men  in  service  was  found 
today  in  an  examination  of  the  material  which  the  postman  brought  when  he  v^histled 
his  first  arrival  to  the  500  army  men  stationed  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology. 

One-half  ton  of  service  men's  mail that  was  what  he  brought 

with  him  on  his  first  call. 

A  total  of  1975  pieces  of  mail  this   received.  The  500  men  have 
recently  been  stationed  at  Illinois  Tech  for  engineering  training  under  the  ilmiy  .■ 
Specialized  Training  Program. 

The  mail  sucks  bulged  with  1700  personal  letters,  25  regis- 
tered letters,  and  150  packages  (60  of  them  insured).  Not  to  be  outdone,  messenger 
boys  and  special  delivery  carriers  appeared  in  a  steady  stream  the  rest  of  the  day, 
as  they  delivered  70  telegrams  and  100  special  delivery  letters. 

To  Sgt.  James  Cassidy,  2110  Montrose  Avenue,  the  job  of  "play- 
ing postoffice"  meant  sorting  an  average  of  3.7  letters  to  each  soldier,  a  package 
to  every  third  man,  and  a  telegram  for  almost  every  fifth  one.  Ask  Sgt.  Cassidy, 

and  he'll  tell  you  that  the  boys'  "mail  morale"  is  in  no  danger.

The.  v/onen  h-ave  been  hired  by  the  Safety  and  Security  Branch  of 
the  Office  of  the  Chief  of  Oi*dnance  to  train  at  Illinois  Tech  as  explosives  safety 
engineers.  They  ha.v3  gone  to  school  nine  weeks,  learning  how  explosives  are  made, 
and  tueir  chemical  composition,  as  well  as  being  taught  the  organization  of  in- 
dustry. 

Nov>r  tiiey  go  into  v;ar  industries  for  practical  experience.  At 
the  end  of  four  weeks  -work  in  '..•ar  industry,  they  v.'ill  be  eligible  to  go  back  to 
Illinois  Tech  for  a  "post  graduate"  course  in  explosives  safety  engineering.  All 
of  the  v.'omen  are  planr.ing  to  return  for  the  work,  which  runs  six  v.-eekg. 

Ranging  in  age  from  20  to  31,  the  vromen  average  25  years  of 

age.   They  come  from  six  statof: two  are  from  Colorado,  and  the  others  are  from 

Illinois,  Iowa,  Nebraska,  North  Dakota  and  Missouri,  respectively.  All  but  two 

h.ave  attended  college,  and  one  has  a  degree.

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A  total  of  7023  persons  are  now  studying  at  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology,  it  was  revealed  today  by  Dr.  Charles  W.  Kepner,  registrar,  following 
a  complete  check-up  of  enrollment. 

Two  thousand  three  hundred  and  twenty-seven  students  are  studying 
in  the  accelerated  "fall"  term  of  the  regiilar  college,  which  opened  in  July  in- 
stead of  September  when  Illinois  Tech  vrant  on  a  round- the-calendar  college  basis. 
Included  in  this  number  are  691  Navy  V-12  men  who  along  with  1033  civilian  students 
are  attending  regular  college  day  classes. 

Evening  college  classes  have  an  enrollment  of  603. 

Five  hundred  army  men  are  also  getting  tlieir  college  training  at 
Illinois  Tech  under  the  Array  Specialized  Training  Programj  however,  they  do  not 
attend  regular  college  classes  as  do  the  navy  men,  for  they  have  their  ovm  special 
program . 

Taking  short,  full-time  courses  in  pre-radar  at  Illinois  Tech  are 
666  trainees  of  the  United  States  Signal  Corps. 

And  completing  the  more  than  7000  nor/  studying  at  Illinois  Tech 
are  3530  war  training  students,  who  like'/dse  study  in  short,  specific  courses. 
Two  hundred  and  six  of  these  study  in  full-time  courses,  while  3324.  are  in  evening 
courses.

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A  parade  of  1000  women  has  now  passed  from  Illinois  Institute 
of  Technology's  war  training  classrooms  to  jobs  in  vrar  industry. 

The  total  reached  1000  last  night  (Friday,  Aug.  6)  with  the 
awarding  of  certificates  to  a  class  of  seven  women  finishing  a  war  training  course 
in  industrial  engineering. 

The  1000th  woman  w£;s  Miss  Geraldine  ?ftieeler,  v;ho  came  all  the 
way  fi-ora  Macon,  Ga.,  to  take  the  course.  She  and  her  six  classmates  round  out  an 
even  1000  for  the  Illinois  Tech  war  training  for  women  program,  which,  when  inaug- 
urated in  March,  19/<.2,  made  history  by  being  the  first  ccllege-level  program  in 
the  nation  designed  to  train  women  for  specific,  technical  war  jobs. 

The  first  993  women  to  complete  training  in  previous  classes 

have  studied  in  one  of  five  courses engineering  drafting,  industrial  chemistry, 

ordnance  inspection,  metallurgical  tecliniques  and  fundaments-ls  of  engineering. 
Last  night's  class  was  the  first  in  industrial  engineering. 

The  courses  are  all  free,  for  so  urgent  is  the  need  for  women 
technicians  that  the  U.  S.  Office  of  Education,  through  its  Engineering,  Science 
and  Management  War  Training  program,  has  undervn^itten  the  courses.  Vfomen  in  the 
program  study  full-time,  AO   hours  a  week,  from  eight  to  ten  vreeks,  depending  upon 
which  of  the  courses  they  take.

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Ninaty-eight  per  cent  of  the  v;omen  who  have  completed  Illinois

course.

A  young  Chinese  is  preparing  to  strike  back  at  the  enemies 
of  both  his  native  and  his  adopted  country.  After  Friday  (Aug.  13)  he  v/ill  be 
ready  to  begin  this  task,  seated  at  a  drafting  board  in  a  war  plant. 

He  is  Hen  Lee,  2334  Madison  Street,  the  only  man  in  a  class 
with  nine  women  to  complete  a  war  training  class  in  the  engineering  drafting 
Friday  (Aug.  13)  at  Illinois  Institute  of  technology. 

Mr.  Lee  came  from  China  three  years  ago  to  get  an  American 
education  so  he  could  use  his  knowledge  to  help  China  fight  off  invading  Japan. 

"I  thought  engineering  would  be  the  best  choice  for  this, 
but  I  couldn't  study  engineering  in  China.  Tlie  Japanese  had  occupied  the  area 
between  ray  village  and  where  the  engineering  schools  are,"  he  says.  So  Mr.  Lee 
came  to  the  United  States  to  go  to  school.  He  v/orked  at  odd  jobs  and  went  to 
night  school  to  learn  to  speak  English. 

Ten  weeks  ago  he  heard  about  Illinois  ^ech's  tuition-free 
v,'ar  training  course  in  drafting,  and  enrolled.  Now  he  plans  to  go  to  work 
immediately  in  a  war  plant,  drawing  parts  of  weapons  of  war  that  will  be  used 
against  Japan.  Mr.  ^ee   isn't  forgetting  that  his  mother,  brother  and  sister 
are  still  in  China.

cooperation  with  the  Li bbey- Owens- Ford  Grlass  Company,    of  Toledo, 
Ohio,     It  brought   out  that  the  rays  of  the  sun,    filtering  through 
multiple-glazed  windows— 'Ah ich  sandwich  a  sealed-in,    dehydrated 
air   space  between  panes  to  form  a  type  of  glass  known  to  engineers 
as  thermopane— -supplied  enough  h^it,    even  in  sub-zero  temperatures, 
to  make  it  unaeoessary  to  use  the  heating  plant  during  daylight 
hours. 

As  an  example,  a  chart  in  the  Institute* s  report  cited 
one  January  dray,  wheu  the  outside  temperature  ranged  from  5  degrees 
below  to  17  degi'ees  below  zero.

Actual  battle  sounds  on  battlefronts  all  over  the  vrorld  are 
being  recorded  for  the  armed  forces  through  the  use  of  the  wire  sound  recorder 
developed  by  the  ARlffJUR  RESEARCH  FOUNDATION  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology. 

First  news  of  this  wartime  use  of  the  wire  recorder  was  revealed 
when  £d  Murrov?,  correspondent  for  the  Columbia  Broadcasting  System,  took  the  in- 
strument to  England  recently  for  use  on  the  front. 

Most  of  the  work  performed  by  the  recorder,  which  is  being  pro- 
duced exclusively  for  the  armed  forces,  is  confidential.  Hov/ever,  in  the  course 
of  the  past  year,  several  of  its  wartime  uses  have  been  revealed. 

For  example,  it  makes  "on  the  spot"  war  recordings  simple  and 
sure.  With  it,  it's  a  simple  matter  to  record  the  complete  flight  and  combat  re- 
cord of  an  airplane.  Propaganda  from  enemy  radio  stations  can  also  be  easily 
recorded.  The  machine  is  being  furnished  to  each  of  the  army's  public  relations 
offices  for  their  use  during  the  war. 

The  device  v/as  invented  by  a  Foundation  physicist,  26-year-old 
Marvin  Camras,  and  was  perfected  last  year  by  the  Foundation.  General  Electric 
is  preparing  to  manufacture  the  instrument j  meam.'hile.  Foundation  scientists  are 
making  recorders  for  military  use. 

In  the  new  device,  the  sound  is  recorded  magnetically  on  steel 

wire  as  fine  as  human  hair  and  can  be  played  back  immediately.

Tlie  ?;ire  recorder  can  be  made  to  start  and  step  automatically  and 
requires  no  attention  while  operating.  The  duration  of  recording  is  limited  only 
by  the  length  of  the  vifire  on  the  spool.   (A  four-inch  spool  holds  six  hours  of  re- 
cording . )

"Swing  shift"  education  for  jobs  in  war  industries that  is 

the  way  36  "white  collar"  men  are  preparing  to  help  in  the  battle  of  production. 

These  men,  who  average  ^4  years  of  age,  are  completing  a 
ten-week,  tuition-free,  war  training  course  in  fundamentals  of  industrial  engin- 
eering at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology.  Sixty-one  per  cent  are  college 
trained,  and  all  are  successful  peacetime  leaders  in  business. 

Their  education  for  war  jobs  has  been  conducted  from  6  to  10 
p.m.  each  week  night,  and  all  day  on  Saturday  and  Sunday.   In  addition  to  going  to 
school  4-0  hours  a  vreek,  riiost  of  them  hs.ve  held  down  full-time  jobs  during  the  day, 

When  they  finish  the  course  Sunday  (iiu-g.  29)  they  will  be 
prepared  to  go  to  work  as  supervisors  in  war  industries.  They  have  spent  the  past 
ten  weeks  mastering  industrial  management,  production  methods,  materials  of  indus- 
try, personnel  management  and  time  and  motion  study. 

Twenty- three  of  the  men  are  going  "back  to  college,"  for  they 
have  had  previous  college  training.  Fourteen  have  degrees.  One  has  his  doctor's 
degree^  two  have  master's;  three  went  to  law  school;  and  one  did  graduate  work  in 
Paris  in  architecture. 

Among  the  men  in  the  class  is  a  native  of  Sicily,  whose 
birthplace  v/as  recently  captured  by  the  allied  forces.   "My  partner  in  business 
took  the  course,  and  liked  it  so  much  he  persuaded  me  to  enroll,  too,"  he  says. 
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"Sijice  I'm  too  old  for  luilitary  service,  this  is  the  best  way  I  can  figl-it  the  v/ar." 

An  architect  whose  only  child,  a  girl,  is  somevrhere  in  the 
African  desert  with  a  Rod  Cross  Mobile  Unit  is  in  the  class  too.  Though  he  is  69 
years  old,  he  is  converting  his  peacetime  talents  to  var  industry. 

A  foiTner  salesman,  already  a  supervisor  in  v;ar  industry,  is 
talking  industrial  engineering.   "I  want  advanced  training  in  this  field,  v/hich  is 
still  new  to  me,"  he  says.  His  wife  is  a  supervisor,  too,  at  the  same  plant  where 
he  works. 

A  diamond  buyer  who  has  purchased  seven  and  one-half  million 
dollars  worth  of  gems  during  his  25~jea.v   caroer,  sav/  his  luxury  occupatiun  shrink- 
ing. So,  to  learn  a  trade  more  useful  in  vjartine,  he  enrolled  in  the  "vrhite  col- 
lar" course.  This  has  meant  seldom  seeing  his  four  children,  for  he  still  carries 
on  his  business  during  the  day.  The  only  time  he  gets  to  see  his  children,  v/ho 
range  in  age  from  12  to  20 is  at  night.  They  v;ait  up  for  him  then. 

Two  of  the  trainees  at  Illinois  Tech  are  college  professors. 
One  has  his  doctor's  degree  in  English  and  philosophy.  He  decided  war  vjork  would 
be  more  useful  to  his  country  than  teaching  in  a  liberal  arts  college,  and  en- 
rolled in  the  course. 

The  other  professor,  a  sociologist,  almost  has  his  doctor's 
degree.   "I  want  to  get  into  industrial  relations  work,"  he  says.   "I'm  combining 
my  background  in  sociology  with  the  tochjiiciil  knowledge  I  get  in  this  course." 

"I  want  to  be  ready  to  go  into  war  industry  if  I'm  needed," 
says  an  art  teacher  in  the  course.  An  importer  of  machinery  for  five  years  in 
Australia,  he  also  has  designed  custom  built  furniture. 

By  follov/ing  the  example  of  his  wife,  who  took  a  war  training 
course  in  ordnance  inspection  at  Illinois  Tech,  an  advertising  man  will  soon  be 
ready  to  take  a  war  job.  His  wife  is  an  inspector  in  a  war  plant;  his  son  is  a 
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cadet  in  the  navy  c.ir  corps. 

As  in  the  .-^iglit  previous  classes  of  5'i3  men,  salesmen  predom- 
inate in  the  group,  there  being  five  of  tbem.  Four  architects  and  three  each  of 
accountants,  designers,  inspectors  a,nd  supervisors  are  in  the  cxass.  The  others 
range  from  a  retired  dentist  to  a  booklceeper,  and  from  a  laboratory  teci'inician 
to  a  lawyer. 

Tlie  men  pay  no  tuition  to  take  the  v/oric,  for  so  urgent  is  the 
need  for  industrial  engineers  in  war  industry,  that  the  United  States  Office  cf 
Education,  through  its  Engineering,  Science  and  Management  War  Training  program, 
undervjrites  the  course.
